THE DAM DILEMMA 

To oil you Columbio River fishermen, I 
hove o sod sto'y to tell. It oppeors the 
John Doy Dom may be the oum *hot broke 
the Salmon's bock. Th;s dom transformed 
the last, .segment of. the.Colymbiq os q. river 
>nto another in what is now o long series 
ol lokes and doms. The Snake River is now 
also transformed oy o series of doms into 
a chain of lakes for o considerable length 

Dams meap stored water and dams mean 
spillwoys. Both hove s>dc effects lethal to 
fish life in oddition to the borricr effect. 
None of these Columbia dams below Grand 
Coulee is so high but what fish ladders 
were considered adequate for passage. Tho 
lodder ot John Doy is seemingly refuting 
this theory. Many onodromous fish ore not 
getting over this ladder. 

The Oregon Fish Commission is out in 
force to ottempt to find solutions to the 
problems creoted by these dams, but the 
problems ore occurring faster than solutions 
The Commission has its biologists ond tech- 
nicions on the scene. An oriel survey of 
nicions on the scene An oerial survey of 
the Columbia from Bonnevilie. the first dam, 
to the confluence with the Snake River is 
being conducted Dead and dying fish be¬ 
low John Doy oam will be outopsied, ond 
technicians will monitor every possible trou¬ 
ble spot ot all the doms. 

Looking ot the problems all of once will 
moke-onv Soimon O' Steelheod fisherman 
pouse to think. The situotion looks insur¬ 
mountable. The mojor ones are these 

1. Slock weter betwen dams ccuses some 
of the fish to lose their bearings one 
wonder aimlessly. 

2. The storoge of lorge amounts of wote' 
with the greater surface oreo thus e«- 
oosed allows the wo’e* to worm up to 
too high c temperature 

3 The spillwoys dumping woter Ot the 
doms are causing too much nitrogen 
to be chsorbed in the woter. This is 
subsequently token in through the fish¬ 
es gills. Nitrogen bubbles in o fishes 
blood kills just os it does in o humon 
with o cose of the "Sends". 

4 Adverse currents from the turbine dis¬ 
charges ond/ O' soillwoys divert fish 
from the ladders, and holts the migra¬ 
tion. This >s especially sc ct the John 
Doy dom. 

That these problems hove existed for 
some time is evident in the decline of the 


Summer Salmon ond Steelheod runs One 
segment of the Summer Steeiheod run that 
onginotes in the Snake r<ver is prociicoHy 
eliminated.

Sockeye Salmon, olthough of no conse¬ 
quence to sport anglers, ore of consider¬ 
able commercial importance. This is one fish 
thot usually hOs token "dom ond fish lod- 
ders in its stride with little o* no difficulty.

os consolidated on July 25. only point up 
the seriousness of these problems os more 
dead f>sh show up doily. Biologist's reports 
confirm the ccuses of the deoths os listed 
obove 

On the other hand, the foil Chinook 
Soimon run hos not been offecled by these 
changes yet. This run hos held fairly steodv 
for several years now. ond the anticipation 
is for os good O run this yeor. To protect 
the toil end of the Summer Steelheod tun, 
the foil Chinook commercial season hos 
been set bock to August 11. 

It hos seemed that the wormer woter ol 
the Columbia hos caused o reluctance on 
the pa-t o» Silver Salmon to strike these post 
foils. Perhaps me current investigators will 
shed some light on this foctor. 

Most of the deto used obove hos been 
furnished this writer by the Oregon fish 
Commission, which hos the formidable tosk 
of attempting to solve or olleviote these 
problems. Any help or cooperation by any 
who reoc this will be opprecioted.
